MRS. KLOSKY DRANK POISON. 


HER HUSBAND TOOK MONEY AND 
DISAPPEARED TUESDAY. 


They Made Love in a Sweat Shop, 
Courting as They Sewed, and 
Lived Happily Until a 
Few Days Ago. 


Mrs. Christina Klosky of 2102 Franklin av- 
enue attempted sukide Friday morning 
about 6:30 o'clock by drinking a mixture of 
laudanum, carbolic acid and cockroach pol- 
s0n. No one knows how much she drakn. 

She is the woman whose husband disap- 
peared from home Tuesday morning, tak- 
ing with him over $500 af their money, since 
which time nothing has been heard of him. 

The discovery of Mrs. Klosky's attempt at 
self-destruction was made by Frank Wells, 
aged 10 years, a boy who is employed in her 
store. 

He found the front door of the store 
Jocked and went to the rear of the building. 
where the woman has her sleeping apart- 
ments. 

As he entered the room she was in the act 
of swallowing someth.ng out of a bottle. 
Divining her purpose from threats she had 
previously made in his presence the boy 
grabbed the bottle from her hands and 
threw it into the street. 

Mrs. ~wrgr fell an her bed and appeared 
to be in a dying condition. He ,calied the 
police and notined ne.ghbors. Then the 
woman was removed to the City Dispen- 
sary. 

_Ever since the disappearance of Mrs. 
Kliosky's husband she has been morose and 
despondent. She had threatened several 
times to end her life if he did nat return. 

She conducted a store at 2102 Franklin 
a@venue while Kiosky worked at tailor.ng. 

He is 60 years of age and she &. 

Che couple have lived at the above num- 
ber three or four weeks, and neighbors say 
that they seemed to get along together 
peaceably. 

On the pretext that he wanted to buy 
goods for the store Klosky took $50 from 
the money drawer Tuesday morning and 
left the house.

He also took his picture with him, pre- 
sumably to prevent his wife having it in- 
serted in the daily papers in her effort to lo- 
cate him. 

Mrs. Klosky formerly owned a farm in 
.the northern part of St. Clair County, but it 
is said she was induced by her husband to 
#¢)] it and invest a part of the proceeds in a 
etore The couple had been married six 
years. 

Mrs. Klosky was hurried direct to the 
hospital. Dr. Nietert syphoned rer stom- 
ach and succeeded in removing mast of the 
poison. Mrs. K:iosky was able to tell her 
story shortly after reaching ‘he hosp:ta! 

“I have been half crazy since my hus- 
band left me,” she said. “Day and night 
I have mourned, hoping thar he would 
come back to me. I cried ail last night. 
J opened the door every time I heard a 
footstep on the landing. Disappointed in 
every hope I wanted to die. 

“No matter which way I turned the vial 
of poison on the mantel would meet my eye. 
Finally I took it from the shelf. ‘“he }iquid 
burned my throat. I eried and Frank 
grabbed the bottie. 

“I love my husband and fon’t want to 
live without him. We worked s'de by side 
in a Nashville sweat shop before our mar- 
mre. 
“We courted as we sewed. We were mar- 
ried six years ago and came to St. Louis 
a — ago. I had $1000 then. Now | 
am without a cent. Only my stock of goods 
fe left. This I wil! sell. ‘

MEMBERS OF BOARD OF PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS ALSO NAMED. 


Plaintiff Alleges the Kern Company Is 
Not Authorized to Do Business 
in Missouri and Its Con- 
tracts Are Void. 


John B. Hogan Friday applied to the 
Circuit Court for an injunction to prevent 
the Kern Incandescent Gaslight Co. and 
the Board of Public Improvements from 
carrying into effect a contract entered 
into between the city and the Kern “o 
for the lighting of the residence district 
of the city. 

The chief allegation of the plaintiff? ‘ 
that the Kern Companv is not qualified 
to do business in the State of Missouri, 
and that it has no license to do business 
in this State. 

This point was raise1 by Councilman 
Charles Carroll when the bond of ine 
company was before the Council for ap- 
proval. 

The basis of it is the recently enacted 
State law requiring all foreign corporations 
to take out a license before they can do 
business in this State and the law which 


limits the capitalization vf corporations in 
this State to $10,000,000. 
Under these two iaws it is argued that 
the Kern Company, having a capitnlization 
of $12.00W,000, and being a New Jersey cor- 
poration, cannot do business in this Stace, 
and therefore cannot fulfill any contract 
it may make in this State. 
The style of the suit is John B. Hogan 
against the City of St. Louis, the Kirn 
Incandescent Gaslight Co. and Robert E, 
McMath,Charles Varrelmann,Edward Fiad, 
rienry Ait, Franklin L. Hidgety and ika- 
ward A. Hermann, members vf the LBoaid 
vf Public Improvements, 
The circumstances of the letting of the 
contract for the lighting of the residence 
district of the city to the Kern Co. are 
recited. The contract and bond of the 
company are referred to all through as the 
‘pretended’ contract and the “p:etended” 


bond. 

The claim is then made that the Kern 
Co. is not organized under the laws of 
Misouri, and that it has obtained no license 
to do business in thie State. 

It is incorporated in New Jersey with a 

capital stock of $12,000,000 and the petitioner 
aileges that if it had been organ.zed under 
the laws of Missouri, its capital stock couid 
not be in excess of $10,000,000. 
It is further alleged that by its articles 
of incorporation, the Kern Co. is required 
to have 15 directors, whereas the Misouri 
law applicable to such corporations mits 
the number of directors to 13. 

It is further alleged that the charter of 
the Kern Co. is in violation of the Missourj 
law and that of the 120,000 shares of stock, 
aggregating in face value $12,000,000, on.y 
$10 on each share has been subscribed. 

The piain‘iff claims that the Board of 
Public Improvements has no lega: author- 
ity to execute the contract, to make ex- 
cavations or to set up obstructions whicn 
will constitute nuisances to the residents 
in the carrying out of the contract. 

The bond for $200,000 given by the Kern 
company is attacked in the petition and it is 
alleged that the surety cannot be held Hable 
for any failure on the part of the company 
to fulfill its contract. 

A further allegation is that inasmuch as 
the temporary Lghting contract expires 
Sept 7 next the city will be put to heavy 
additional expense if the Kern company is 
allawed to proceed, and it is found at the 
last moment that it cannot fulfill its con- 
tract. 

Wherefore the plaintiff pravs that the 
city, the board and the company be en- 
joined from carrying the contract into ef- 
fect. and that the court declare the contract 
null ang void. 

Hogan, who has not anpeared in any of 
the transactions involving the lighting con- 
tracts. and who, it appears on ine surface. 
is suing as a private citizen, ‘s represented 
bv’the law firm of Grover & Grover. 

President McMath of the board ard Wa 
ter Commissioner Flad said they did not 
know Hogan and that he wags not a bidder 
for the contract. 

Hamilton Grover of plaintiff's counsel 

stated that Mr. Hogan was an employe of 
the’ Rice-S‘tix Dry Goods Co. His home is 
at 3829 Page avenue. 
He said so far as he and his father knew 
their client had no connection with any 
lighting concern, and that his interest in 
the lighting contract was purely that of 
a citizen, 


HUST LAND AT DURBAN 


Brtiish Ship Moshona Not Permitted 


to Carry Her Cargo to Del- 
agoa Bay. 


CAPE TOWN, April 13.—The admiral] fn 
has refused to permit the British steamer 
Mashona, Capt. Johnston, to proceed be- 
yond Durban. The agents of the vessel an- 
nounce that the cargo destined for Delegoa 
Bay will be landed at Durban. . 

The British gunboat Partridge, Dec. 8, 
captured the steamer Mashona, which had 
sailed from New York Nov. 3, via St. Vin- 
cent Nov. 16. for Delagoa Bay, laden with 
flour for the Transvaal. The vessel and 
the foodstuffs were subsequently released 


under bond and the prize court, March 12, 
rendered a verdict that portions of the 
cargo were condemned, but that the steam- 
er was formally released. The Mashona 
arrived April 4, from Cape Town, and was 
to proceed for Durban.

field the British were held tn check, as ina 
vise, unable to make a mile of headway. 

Then Roberts came upon the scene of ac- 
tion. With a mobile force of 75,000 men he 
opened the gate to the Orange Free State. 
relieved Kimberley, captured Cranje and 
Bloemfontein and made it possible for Bull- 
er to raise the stege of Ladysmith. 

That as the second phase of the war 
and the skies looked bright for the British. 
The Boers seemed, all at once, to have lost 
their spirit. Their hitherto invincible armies 
apparently melted away and in their place 
only small raving bands of fighting burgh- 
ers were heard of. The road to Pretoria 
seemed to open Droad and easy as an Eng- 
lish highway. 

In the meantime, every British ship that 
landed at Cape Town brought regiments 
of reinforcements—in fact, an unbroken 
stream of men, cannon and horses had all 
this time been pouring into South Africa. 

Now has come the third phase of the 
war. With an army of 214,00 men and 
15,000 more afloat, sailing for African posts, 
Lord Roberts has made no offensive move 
sinc@ the capture of Bioemfontein, just one 
months ago to-day. His magnificent cavalry 
force of 12,000 to 15,000 under Gen. French, 
who made the famous ride round Cronje 
at Magersfontein and relieved Kimberley, 
was dismounted by horse disease the first 
week after the fall of Bloemfontein. His 
transport line from the railway station of 
Modder River to Bloemfontein (0 miles) 
made up of ox wagons has been practically 
abandoned because of the disease which 
the oxen. He has been com- 


ly equipped railway from the sea to Bloem- 
fontein, which is now seriously threatened 
with interruption by the Boers near the 
Orange River. 

The men of Roberts’ magnificent army 
have suffered severely from the cold nights, 
@a their clothing was intended for summer 
campaigning, and winter has now begun 
on the African veldt, the thermometer fall- 
ing .to 12 above zero In the night, though 
the days are bright, if chilly. So it wiil be 
seen that this victorious army, the finest 
England ever put in the field, has within 
a month become as immobile as an ox 
wagon on the sandy veldt. Possibly it has 
improved in the past 10 cays, for within 
that time fresh horses gaihered in every 
market of the world have been rushed as 
rapidly as train and ship can carry them. 
But the fallure of the cep ey 0B at 
the front to chronicle any great improve- 
ment in the mobility of the troops ie sig- 
nificant, as is the fact (which escaped the 
censor) that the British for a week past 
have been working, tooth and mail, on en- 
trenchments at Bloemfontein, as if they 
were hourly looking for attack. 

While Lord Roberts hes been resting In 
thie crippled state, what of the Boers? 

Not since the war begun have they been 
as enterprising and full of spirit ase in the 
past two weeks. They have captured 1000 
of Roberts’ men and seven camnen, sales 
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captured; are daily seen moving In small 
bodies within cannon shot of Roberts’ camp, 
and tn Natal they have boldly attacked 
Buller and claim to have forced him to re- 
tire from his advanced position north of 
Ladysmith, 


It is smal] wonder that the English pee 
ple are getting in a frame of mind to doubt 
the invincibility of “Bobs,” who up to the 
past few days has been the nation’s idol. 


It is the opinion of military officers in 
London that Gen. Roberts’ main difficulty 
lies In arranging an adequate transport for 
the army of invasion, which cannot be tied 
up to the railway. When this is mastered 
his march may be resumed. Military men 
expect a forward movement next week, but 
the forecasts are based upon guesswork. 

From Rhodesia there is no confirmation 
of the Boer rumor of the death of Baden- 
Powell, but there is a heavy list of casual- 
ties from Col. Plumer’s unsuccessful Oeht 
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six miles north of Mafeking on the last day > 


of March. The situation of the garrison of 
Mafeking i!s causing much uneasiness 
among London friends of the influential 
group of officers who are with Baden-Pow- 
ell. They cannot be convinced that the 
garrison in its present enfeebled condition 
can hold out until Lard Roberts ts prepared 
to invade the Transvaal and they are hop- 
ing that the strong force detached from 
Buller’s command is destined for Rhodesie 
via Portuguese territory. Gen. Hunter com- 
mands this foree, 


The latest from the front Is a dispatoh 
from Reddesberg, 30 miles south of Bloem- 
fontein, which say that Gatacre'’s old di- 
vision, now commanded by Gen. Chermside, 
has arrived there from Bethany. Boer 
forces ‘have been located south of the Wep- 
ener and Smithfield districts. 

Col. Dalgety, who is In command of the 
colonial force surrounded at Wepener, is 
holding out gamely. The censorship is pare 
ticularly strict and no battle news had been 
received In London up to 3 p. m.

KENAMORE’S STATEMENT. 
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What is the use of fighting the vast 
brewing interests of St. Louis, con- 
trolling millions of money, and un- 
bounded influence? 

I have taken a test case out in the 
country, where I am assured a fairer 
interpretation of the iaw will be 
given than I can get in the city of 
St. Louis under existing circum- 
stances. 

This is the situation in a nutshell. 


Beer Inspector Kenamore made a state- 
ment Friday giving his reasons for drop- 
ting the prosecution of the liquor interests 
in St. Louis after having consulted Prose- 
cuting-Attorney Johnson last week with the 
view of immediately enforcing the beer in- 
spectior iaw. 

‘I am tired of appearing in a false light 
with respec. to my administration of the 
affairs of my office,” he said, “and I wish 
to be set right before the public. 

“TIT have been wi.ling and anxious from 
the time 1 quaiified to enforce this law, 
but 1 nave been contlronated wita cuond.tions 
which will not permit me to do as I wouid, 
inuividuahy, lke te 1o. 

“i am now acing on the advice of Attor- 
ney Generai Crow and 1 Wis be guided en- 
t.reiy by nis suggestians. in faci, ne is act- 
ing on his Own authority in the matter of 
piosecuting the proposed test case at Jeffter- 
gon City. 

“No influences other than those of Mr. 
Crow in his legal capacity have been 
brought to bear upon me to induce the 
modineatian in my policy here in St. Louis. 

But there was a very gvod reason for 
transferring the intended prosecution from 
this city to some country district. 

“It can be quite readily appreciated that 

would not be good reg | for me to an- 
tagonize certain interests that imply noth- 
ing but defeat for me at the outset and a 
consequent weakening of the law through 
the establishment of such a bad precedent. 

“TI am perfectly willing to say that up to 
a short time agal fully intended to prose- 
cute the entire brewing interests in Bt. 
Louis, but 1 was given to understand by 
Attorney General Crow and another attor- 
ney of prominence in the State that such 
a procedure was not wise.”

This Coincidence Is Indeed Rare, Hap- 
pening But Three Times in One 
Hundred Years. 


According to all superstition and prece- 
dent, this should oe about the unluckiest 
day that man has known for many moons. 
It is Friday, which is bad in itself, say the 
timid; it is Good Friday, the name of which 
is a paradox, in that that Friday is sup- 
posed to be the worst in the calendar, and 


it is April 13. 

The combination of Friday and 13 is bad 
enough, but when that combination also 
comes on Good Friday—well, if all the 
hoodoos and evil charms and bad omens 
and voodoo sayings, and so on, do not 
come true this day, they never will. For 
not in many years has the calendar been 
so propitious for them. 

The combination of Friday and the 138th 
is unusual in itself. Of the 62 Fridays in 
this year, only two fall on the 13th, one in 
April (to-day) and one in July. This 
seems to be *he general rule of frequency, 
too. Last year only two “Fridays fell 
on the 13th in Janua and October. 
1901 Friday and the 13th come in combina- 
tion only in September and December. 

The falling of Good Friday on the 13th 
is still less frequent. In this century and 
the one to come, that is, from 1801 to 2000 
A. D., it only happens six times, or three 
times every 100 years, the years 1827, 1838, 
1900, 1906, i979 and 1990. It will be seen that 
they run in series, two close together, and 
the na long time elapsing before another 


series comes.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Deeds for town 
lots were used as poker chips in the “boom” 
days of Wichita, Kan. It was then that 
Gen. Hazen, the first husband of Admiral] 
Dewey's present wife, won fifty or more 
lots, fully a third of the town as it then ex- 
isted. Mrs. Dewey now wants to the 
dots, but is having trouble to preve title. 

Harvey Fleming, now editor of a Kansas 
City paper, and Charies A. Edwards, 
respondent of the Houston Post, were in 
Wichita in the early 80's and knew abut the 
town lot game. Mr. Fleming said to-day: 

“Gen. Hazen was in Wichita taking ob- 
S6crvations. The town was filled with real 
estate agents, boomers and speculators. 
Gen. Hazen was a “‘Jucky’’ poker player 
and was regarded as a dangerous opponent 
ai the weekly sittings. 

“The game in which the town lots were 
won was a wonder. It was five-handed, 
the players being Gen. Hazen, Dave Payne, 
“Oklahoma” Harry Hill, Capt. Crouch and 
Dave Bancroft. Payne, Hill and Crouch 
were all interested in the opening for 
tlement of Oklahoma. 

“Cash was played for when the game be- 
San as Gen. tlazen was averse to put up 
real money agai: the ficticious value of 
town lots. After Gen. Hazen had secured 
most of the cash in sight the other players, 
to continue the game, reached an agree- 
ment of an upset price on all town lots. 
= his Was satisfactory to Gen. Hazen. 

rhe game went on. First one man 
Would own an entire section of the city and 
then another would hold title. 

‘A stack of blues’ would 
gent an entire subdivision. Gen. Hazen 
Was 4 great hand at ‘bluffing.’ A jackpot 
came around, with only Gen. Hazen. ‘Ok- 
lahoma’ Harry Hill and Dave  RBancroft 
playing. Bancroft opened. Hazen drew 
three cards, Hill one and Bancroft stood 
‘pat.’ 

“Bancroft bet a few city 
dropped out Gen. Hazen 
and Bancroft, believing he was bluffing. 
tilted it agai. Gen. Hazen saw the raise 
and went him a few lots better. After an- 
other raise, Bancroft called and Gen. Ha- 
zen laid down four kings or queens, I 
don't remember which Pancroft had a 
Jack full. In this way Gen. Hazen became 
the owner of the SO town lots. 

“Nearly every one who participated in 
this game ts dead. Capt. Crouch was shot 
in Oklahoma shortly after the territory was 
opened; “Oklahoma’ Harry Hill was kicked 
in the head by a mule in Texas and died: 
(sen. Hazen is dead. I don't know how 
Payne died, and do not know ‘that Dave 
Bancroft is in the land of the living. 

“When the bottom dropped out of the 
Wichita boom, the valves of property rapid- 
ly decreased. Property is now going up 
and if Mrs. Dewe y can prove title she has 
a fortune there.

George B. Cortelyou of New York, the 
present Assistant Secretary to the Presi- 
dent, has been appointed to the office. 

Mr. Porter’s health was seriously im- 
paired about a year ago by a severe at- 
tack of illness, and since then he has been 


at times relieved somewhat from the oner- 
ous duties of his office, but failing to re- 
gain his health and believing that complete 
separation from official cares is essential 
to his speedy and permanent recovery, the 
Secretary has been constrained to tender 
his resignation, Which the President has 
reluctantivy accepted.

The Porto Rico bill is now the law. It 
has been duly signed by the presiding offi-

cers of the House and Senate, and by the 
President of the United States. 

The President will begin at once the cr- 
ganization of the civil government of Porto 
Rico. Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Charles H. Allen will be the first Governor. 

Mr. Allen will go to his new vost on a 
warship, one of the finest in the navy. ‘Fhe 
salary attaching to the place is $3000 a 
year. In addition, the Governor has free 
occupancy of “the palace” at San Juan, 
which is the seat of government. 

Porto: Rican appointments which will 
first receive the attention of the President 
will be those of secretary, attorney-general, 
treasurer, auditor, commissioner of the in- 
terior, and commissioner of educa- 
tion. These officers, except the treas- 
urer and commissioner of education, 
will draw $4000 a year. The salary of 
the treasurer will be $5000 and that of the 
commissioner of education $3000. These of- 
ficers will constitute the Governor’s Cabi- 
net. They will also constitute, with five oth- 
ers to be chosen, the upper branch of the 
legislative assembly. Five of. the eleven 
must be native Porto Ricans. It is probable 
that the six officers on whom will devolve 
the organization of the six departments of 
the government of Porto Rico will be ap- 
pointed from the United States. The law 
leaves it optional with the. President to 
select the six from this country or from the 
island. 

After the Governor and his Cabinet are 
chosen, the President will give more delib- 
and court officers. There

FEAST OF THE PASSOVER 


Beginning of the Annual Observance 
Saturday of an Important Epoch 
in the History of the Jew- 
ish People.

Beginning on Saturday the Feast of the 
Passover will be celebrated by the Jew- 
ish residents of this city for one week. 

The Feast of the Passover commemo- 
jrates that incident in the history of the 
Jewish people where the angel passed over 
the families of aH the Jews in Egypt but 
slew the first born of each of the Egyptian 
families. 

An interesting feature of the celebration 
is that during tts continuation only un- 
leavened bread is eaten in Jewish “1ouse- 
holds. 

This bread comes in the shape of small 
crackers called matzos, 

There is one bakery in St. Louls devoted 
exclusively to the manufacture of matzos. 
It is located in the heart of the Jewish 
settlement. on Bighth street north of 
Franklin avenue. 

it is in operation all year, but this is 
naturally its particularly busy seaeon. 

These matgos are made of flour and water 
and contain no salt. Lge ure made both 
round and square, but the orthodox eat 
only those that are square. A particular 
kind of flour is used for making matzos. 
It is made from potatoes and wheat. 

One barrel of flour yields about 170 pounds 
of matzos. They are sold at varios prices, 
ranging from 4 to 10 cents a pound. 

Many people not of the Hebrew faith eat 
them at all seasone of the year.

ANDREA ANZALONE’S DEED AT 
SEA WELL REMEMBERED. 


HE SAVED THREE WOMEN. 


One Was From Boston, and the Fisher- 
man Is Now Traveling Comfcrt- 
ably at Her Expense. 


Andrea Anzalone is the first Italian im- 
migrant in the history of Union Station to 
pass through St. Louis with a first-class 
ticket and an order for a free seat in @ 
chair car, 

He enjoys these unusual luxuries because 
he proved himself a brave man last winter 
and saved the lives of three women of 
wealth who were in danger of drowning. 

The rescue occurred on the coast of 
Italy. The three women, who are sisters— 
two living in London and the third in 
Boston—were touring Italy. 

They went yachting one 
while they were far out from the coast 
their litule vessel was capsized by a wind. 

Anzaione, who was engaged in the fisn- 
ing business, was passing near the scene 
of the disaster in’ his smack He saw the 
women in the water and clinging to pieecs 
of wreckage. 

The waves were running bigh, and it Was 
impossib.e for him to sail his boat alonzg- 
side the unfortunate women. So, after get- 
ing as close as he dared, he swam to them 
and carried them to his vessel, one at a 
trip. 

The rescue was a perilous performance. 
and the women were profuse in their ex- 
pressions of gratitude to the young Italian, 

They assured him that they would never 
forget his courageous deed and that he 
would hear from them soon. | 

After the Boston woman returned to ner 
home she began looking about her for a 
good position for her rescuer. Sane soon 
found it, and wrote him that, if he wished 
to come to America, he would receive good 
wages from the start and Would have ami-

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THE PORTO RICAN LAW. 


The Porto Rican law provides for a civil governor and sev- 
eral other executive officers with salaries ranging from $3004 
a year up to $80U0 The Secretary, Attorney General, Treas- 
urer, Auditor, Commissioner of the Interior and Commissioner 
of Education constitute the Governor’s Cabinet, and these 
with five native Porto Ricans shall also constitute the upper 
branch of the legislative assembly. 

The judicial department consists of five Justices of the Ter- 
ritorial Supreme Court with court officers. There will also be 
a United States District Judge, District Attorney and Mar- 
shal. Salaries of judicial officers range from $3000 per an- 
num to $5000. 

All executive and judicial] officers are appointed by the 
President. 

The lower branch of the legislative assembly is elected by 
the people. This House will be composed of 35 members, 
chosen from seven districts, each appointing five delegates. 

The law declares the inhabitants to be citizens of Porto 
Rico, but entitled to the protection of the United States. This 
is the hinge of colonial legislation, the core of the whole mat- 
ter. They are not citizens of the United States, but subjects of 
our Government. It is the pivot upon which the question will 
revolve when brought before the courts for final determina- 
tion. 

The measure of self-government allowed is very small, since 
the popular house of the legislature will have no power 
against the upper house and the executive. The island is prac- 
tically governed from Washington and subject to all the in- 
fluences which prevail in that focus of special interests. As a 
first step in imperial policy the law is not reassuring. 

With the organization of the World’s Fair Committee of 
the House work on the measure may be said to begin. Chair- 
man Tawney's assurance that there will be no unnecessary 
delay is welcome news to St. Louisans.

“HOT CROSS BUNS. 
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Curious, 
OT CROSS buns have not always pos- 
H sessed the Christian significance 
which is now attached to them. AS 
early as 1500 B. C. they are said to have 
been used by idolaters in worsh.ping one 
of their deities, Ishtar or Astarte, the 
queen of heaven. As a safeguard against 
disease and danger, when used in ther 
‘dolatrous services, the Pagans considered 
these buns almost infallible. 

In the days of the early Christians in 
England, tradition invested these buns 
with much of the same sacred importance 
To this day in some of the more isolated 
counties of England, a small loaf of bread 
marked with a cross, is baked every Good 
Friday morning, and carefully put away 
until the anniversary of the day returns. A 
small portion of this loaf, grated and made 
into a sort of panada with a little water, 
is considered a sure cure 
ous disorders. Only medicina..y .s it 
ust To eat it would be considered 
sacrilege. 

These buns are more universally popular 
in England than in America, and are made 
in large quantities to be hawked about the 
streets on Good Friday. .

Cover with a 
piece of flannel to rise again for twenty 
minutes. When well risen mark a cross on 
eavh with the back of a Knife, brush over 
with milk and bake. 

PNGLISH HOT CROSS BUNS.—REito one 
and a half pounds of well-warmed flour 
mix four ounces of moist sugar. Make a 
hole in the center of the flour, and put in 
one-fourth teacupful of good yeast, pour on 
it one gill of warm milk, and mix nearly 
one-half of the. flour with it, leaving the 
rest around the sides of the pan. Set in 
a warm place to rise for one hour. Then 
stir one-foirth pound melted butter, spices 
and currants to suit the taste, and sufficient 
warm milk to mix the rest of the sugar and 
fiour into the dough. When mixed it should 
be rather softer than Dread dongh. Put 
to rise again for twenty minutes. and then 
mold it into round balls, mark each with 
a cross put om buttered tins, and set in a 
warm place until well risen. Then bake in 
a hot oven.—Mary Foster Snider in “What 
to Bat.”’
